DEATH OF A DUBLIN GORILLA. 


Visitors to the Dublin Zoological Gardens will 
now miss th) most re markable specimen that 
has been in the collection during recent years. 
The gorilla ' ' Empress "“ died on Friday morn- 
ing from some gastric trouble. She arrived in 
the-ape house on January 28th, 1914, so that 
she had lived there for three years and four 
months in company with her companion 
chimpanzee “ Charlie,” who came along with 
her from West Africa. ‘The gorilla—the largest 
of the man-like apes—is a far greater rarity in 
menageries than the more lively and sociable 
chimpanzee, and the Royal Zoological Society 
of Ireland may be congratulated on having 
kept this very interesting creature for over 
three years, for most of the time in excellent 
health. Neither in Dublin nor in London has a 
gorilla ever before lived for more than a few 
months, but some Continental Zoos have, it is 
said, preserved live gorillas for several years. 

“ Empress’s “ dark skin and very leisurely 
movements offered a striking contrast to the 
pale face and playful agility of the chimpanzee, 
and during the present year her increasing fat- 
ness had been noticed with some apprehension, 
Her age is estimated at about five years. She 
had large and wonderfully plaintive eyes, and 
remained quiet and docile, very seldom angered 
by “ Charlie's ’ frequent teasin roke 
into loud cries of grief on finding “£ that no 
response could be obtained from her on Friday 
morning. Later on, when hergdead bod aa 
been covered with a cloth, he quietly raised it

TOBACCO PROFITS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—As a nop-smoker, who docs not even 
know the taste of the “fragrant weed,” I 
cannot feel very sympathetic with the woes 
ot the smokers in these times of stress. But I 
can tell them a story which may point out a 
way of dealing very effectually with the “ pro- 
fiteers,”” at the cost of some temporary self- 
denial by the smokers themselves. The story 
was told to me twenty yeare ago by a -well- 
known missionary and explorer, who was per- 
sonally acquainted with the facts. I give it 
from memory, and, if anyone who is better 
acquainted with the history of the matter 
dejects any inaccuracy, 1 am open to correc- 
Lion. 

The scene is in Persia some forty years ago 
or thereabouts, and, to begin with, it must 
bs explained that the Mahometan faithful! hold 
that there must always exist on earth some 
infallible guide in matters of faith and morals, 
During the lifetime of the Prophet he was, of 
course, the Infallible Guide. After his death 
his mantle descended on the “ Five Mullahs.”’ 
These five Mullahs did not, as might have 
been expected, all die in their turn and 
delegate their authority to some successors. 
Four of them did die; but the fifth, instead of 
giving up the ghost when his time came to 
depart, descended into a certain well near 
Ispahan. From the bottom of the well his 
voice can still be heard, and the faithful resort 
thither to consult him on weighty matters 
affecting the faith. 

Now, about forty years ago the then Shah 
of Persia, being an impecunious monarch, made 
a contract with a certain infidel—that is to 
say, British—trading company, by which he 
gave them important privileges for trading in 
tabacco among his subjects—in return, of 
course,- for a share in the profits, which were 
expected to be large. Also, in case of the 
terms of the contract being in any way broken 
by him or his subjects, the Shah was to forfeit 
a large sum of money. 

But the native tobacco merchants took fright 
at the prospect of an invasion of their markets 
by a flood of “infidel” tobacco, and they 
appealed to the religious authorities, who im- 
mediately got up an agitation against the 
infidel article. But it was no use fighting 
against the Shah, backed by a powerful foreign 
influence, eo what was to be done? In this 
dilemma it was decided to go to the well and 
consult the Mullah. After the proper cere- 
monial had been gone through, in due time 
there came from the depths of the well the 
brief response: “ Smoke not.” It was sufficient, 
and from that day all the faithful in Persia 
put out their pipes. Not an ounce of tobacco 
could be sold; the business of the company 
came to a etandstill; and, finally, the Shah 
hed to forfeit his money, and the syndicate 
retired from Persia. The “infidel tobacco ”’ 
was beaten, and now, of course, the faithful 
wanted to resume their interdicted smokes. 
But the religious authorities said “ No.” The 
Mullah hed said “ Smoke not,” and, until he 
said “ Smoke,” none of the faithful must light 
a pi The Mullah was in no hurry. ‘or 
oot mouths the well was watched in vain, 
but eat last he said ‘‘Smoke.’’ Then all was 
well with the faithful devotees of the weed. 

Now, sit, I venture to say that the solution 
of the “ profiteering ” problem, as far as the 
tobacco trade is concerned, lies in “those two 
words, “ Smoke not.” Tobacco cannot, by any 
stretch of imagination, be called a necessity. 
Any emoker could, by a sufficient effort of 
will, coase to use it. A complete national 
stoppage of ite use would serve the double 
purpose of bringing the trade to any terme the 
consumers liked to impose and mage an oe. 
oj of tonnage in war time.-—ioUure, 
eg Na ™ W. F. A. Exuison.

Major G. B. C. Irvine.—Major Guard Bvrom 
Corrie Irvine, Indian Infantry, who died of 
wounds received on an Eagtern front on May 
15, was the eldest son of the late Inspector- 
General G. J. Irvine, R.N. He was gazetted 
to the Prince of Wales's Leinster Regiment 
on May 4th, 1901; wae attached to a Devon- 
shire Regiment, and served in the South 
African War, receiving the Queen’s and King's 
Medals, with five clasps. In 1906 he joined 
the Indian Army, and served with the 9th 
Bhopal Infantry, being severely wounded in 
October, 1914. Major Irvine was a nephew of 
Mr. C. E. Irvine, Enniskillen. 

Second Lieutenant F. E. Boyd. Second 
Lieutenant Frederick Ennis Boyd,” Royal Dub- 
lin Fusiliers, whose death was announced in 
this column on Saturday, was the youngest 
son of Mr. John Ennis Boyd, C.E., 21 Gros- 
venor square, Rathmines, Dublin. Immedi- 
ately the war broke out he joined the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers (Pals’ Rugby Battalion) as a 
private at the age of 19. He was in the land- 
ing at Suvia Bay, and all through the Galli- 
poli campaign, where he had some very narrow 
escapes. From there he was sent to Salonika, 
and served through the Serbian campaign, in- 
cluding the retreat from Lake Doiran. He 
came through all without wound or sickness. 
He was then recommended for a commission, 
and was sent home last July to the Officers’ 
Cadet Corps at Fermoy. He was gazetted to 
the Royal Dublin Fusiliers An officer, writing 
to his father saye:—*' Few officers, indeed, 
have so easily and readily won the affection 
and esteem of brother officers and men: ona 
and all feel that they have lost something 
which cannot be replaced. His death, unex- 
pected that it was, came as a great shock to 
us all. His cheerfulness and good humour were 
a marked feature, and so infected his men 
that they were enabled to carry out success- 
fuly some very dangerous and fatiguing 
duties which fell to them during previous 
turns of duty in the line. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that the men would follow him 
anywhere with perfect confidence. He proved 
since he joined us a most capable officer.”’

All blinded soldiers are supposed to reach the 
2nd London General Hospital, Chelsea, or, in case 
of overcrowding there, the 3rd ndon General 
Hospital, Wandsworth, We have houses near each 
of these hospitals, where relatives of blinded men 
ar: put up free of all charge, and we pay their 
reilway fares both ways from any part of the 
country. 

In the event of biinded men being by accident 
sent to other hospitals we will always, on applica- 
tion, arrange for free railway travelling, and agcom- 
modation of near relatives who wish to visit them.

been rebellions and shootings and agitations of 
a vehement and exhausting character, carried 
continually to the point of lawlessness, before 
Irish grievances could be redressed. A form 
of government which requires a succession of 
rébellions to secure reforms, afterwards ad- 
mitted to be reasonable, cannot be a good form 
of government. These agitations have inflicted 
rave material and moral injury on Ireland. 
the instability of the political system has pre- 
judiced natural economic development. Capital 
will not be invested in industries where no one 
Is certain about the future. And because the 
will of the people was so passionately set on 
political freedom an atmosphere of suspicion 
gathered around public movements which in 
other countries would have been allowed to 
carry on their beneficent work unhindered by 
any party. Here they were continually being 
forced to declare themselves either for or 
against self-government. The long attack on 
the movement for the organisation of Irish 
agriculture was an instance. Men are elected 
on public bodies not because they are efficient 
administrators, but because they can be trusted 
to pass resolutions favouring one party or an- 
other. This has led to corruption. Every conceiv- 
able rascality in Ireland has hid itself behind the 
great names of Nation or Empire. The least 
and the most harmless actions of men engaged 
in philanthropic or educational work or social 
reform are scrutinised and criticised so as to 
obstruct good work. If a phrase even suggests 
the possibility of a political partiality or ten- 
dency to anything which might be construed 
by the most suspicious scrutineer to indicate a 
remote desire to use the work done as an argu- 
ment either for or against self-government, the 
man or movement is never allowed to forget it. 
Work becomes intolerable and often impossible, 
and, while the struggle continues, this also will 
continue to the moral detriment of the people. 
There are only two forms of government pos- 
sible. A people may either be governed by 
force or may govern themselves. The dual 
government of Ireland by two Houses of Parlia- 
ment, one in Dublin and one in London, con- 
templated in the Home Rule Act, would be im- 
possible and irritating. Whatever may be said 
for two bodies, each with its spheres of in- 
fluence clearly defined, there is nothing to be 
said for two Legislatures with concurrent powers 
of legislation and taxation, and with members 
from Ireland retained at Westminster to pro- 
vide some kind of democratic excuse for the 
exercise of powers of Irish legislation and 
taxation by the Parliament at Westminster. 
The Irish demand is that Great Britain shall 
throw upon our shoulders the full weight of 
responsibility for the management of our own 
affairs, so that we can only blame ourselves 
and our political guides, and not Great Britain, 
if we err in our policies. 
NORTH AND SOUTH. 

17. I have stated what I believe to be sound 
reasons for the recognition of the justice of the 
Irish demand by Great Britain, and I now turn 
to Ulster and ask it whether the unstable con- 
dition of things in Ireland does not affect it 
even more than Great Britain. Íf it persists in 
iis present attitude, if it remains out of a 
self-governing Ireland, it will not thereby 
exempt itself from political, social, and economic 
trouble. Ireland will regard the six Ulster

- * You would die rather than live in the 
same political house with us. We will die 
rather than trade with you.” They would, I 
think, be wrong to act in this way; but I fore- 
see the trouble. There will be, lamentably and 


inevitably, a fiercer tone between North and 
South. Everything which happens In one 
quarter will be distorted in the other. Each 
will lie about the other. The materials will 
exist more than before for civil commotion, and 
this will be aided by the powerful minority of 
Nationalists in the excluded counties, working 
in conjunction with their allies across the 
border. Nothing was ever gained in life by 
hatred: nothing good ever came of it or could 
come of it, and the first and most important 
of all the commandments of the spirit that 
there should be brotherhood between men will 
be deliberately broken, to the ruin of the 
spiritual life of Ireland.

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THE EMBARGO ON 
CANADIAN CATTLE. 


In the House of Commons on Friday, 

Mr. PROTHERO (Oxford University), answer- 
ine Sir Hamar Greenwood (Sunderland, L.), 
who asked whether representations were made 
to him by the Canadian Ministers during their 
recent visit to this country on the subject of 
the prohibition of the landing of Canadian 
cattle except for slaughter at the port of de- 
barcation; and whether he could make «ny 
statement on the subject, said—Up. to October, 
1892. Canadian cattle could be landed in this 
country without being subject to slaughter at 
the port of landing. During 1892 foot-and- 
mouth disease and pleuro-pneumonia scourged 
the continent of Europe, and the landing of 
foreign cattle from those European countries, 
which had been previously treated on the same 
footing as Canada, was successively prohibited. 
In October, 1892, cases of pleuro-pneumonia 
were suspected in two cargoes of cattle im- 
ported from Canada. Acting on expert advice, 
the landing of Canadian cattle, except for 
slaughter at the port, was therefore prohibited 
by the Board. Under the Diseases of Animals 
Act, 1896, the prohibition received statutory 
permanence. Strong representations on the 
subject of the prohibition, but more particu- 
larly as to the stigma which its form casts on 
Canadian live-stock, were made to me by the 
Canadian Ministers during their recent visit 
to England. Canada disputes the genuineness 
of the cases on which prohibition was origi- 
nally founded, and, without doubt, has always 
been exceptionally, if not entirely, free from 
foot-and-mouth disease and pleuro-pneumonia. 
Canadian feeling, therefore, resents the im- 
putation of infection as unjust. The pro- 
hibition cannot, as I am advised by the Chief 
Veterinary Officer of the Board, be justified on 
the ground of health, and cattle bred and 
reared in Canada, and leaving that country 
for the first time by direct shipment to a 
British port, ought not to be excluded under 
the Diseases of Animals Act, 1896. I cannot 
say whether, or under what conditions, Cana- 
dian cattle, as defined above, might hereafter 
he permitted to enter this country except for 
slaughter at the ports. At present, when 
farmers at home are being asked to reduce 
their live-stock, permission is plainly imp>s- 
sible. But the prohibition rests rather on the 
agricultural poliev of the United Kingdom than 
on the risk of diseases, from which for many 
years Canada herself has been most remark- 
ably, if not entirely, free. (Hear, hear.)

MEETING OF OFFICERS 
DUBLIN. 


A meeting of officers of the Irish National 
Volunteers was held yesterday in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, for the purpose of considering a 
proposal for the holding of a convention repre- 
sentative of the entire body. Colonel Maurice 
Moore presided. 

The following resolution read by the Chair- 
man was passed, all present standing :— 

We desire, standing in this assembly, before com- 
mencing our business, to express our sympathy 
with our’ fellow-countrymen and ancient comrades 
in arms who lost their lives in the cause of [ree- 
dom, a cause which many vations, including Eng- 
land herself, declare they are fighting for. We 
demand the release of those who have been im- 
prisoned tor the same cause as a [ifst proof of 
English conversion to the same principle. ; 

The Chairman asked it there was any Irish- 

man who joined the Volunteers in the early 
days of spiendid enthusiasm, when they knew 
nothing ot quarrels and bickerings, when every 
Volunteer was taught that it was his duty to 
take his place with his company, regardless 
of the political opinions of his right or left- 
hand man, when rich and poor stood together 
in the ranks and submitted to the discipline 
that would make them soldiers of lreland—was 
there, he asked, any one of those men who did 
not bitterly regret the divisions which drove 
them all asunder and ruined the movement? 
He had no intention of going into the causes vf 
the divisions which had brought about such 
bitterness among Irishmen, but he thought it 
necessary to say that he foresuw some munths 
ago that the time was approaching when, as 
sensible men, they should close up their ranks 
and work for their common country. (Hear, 
hear.) ‘That was why he advocated a conven- 
tion, and why, contrary to all those members 
of the National Committee who belonged to it 
in the old days, and some others, the real 
working Volunteers, the convention was put 
off, he determined at all hazards, and in spite 
of the attacks of narrow party politicians, to 
bring it about. It was imperative to consider 
their position in view of circumstances which 
had not been dreamed of when Volunteers 
were first organised or when last they had met 
in convention. Martial law was not then in 
force, and there was nothing to prevent them 
from arming and drilling. Now, 1t was quite 
clear, for the present, at least, that none of 
these things could be attempted. He advised no 
one to attempt it; it could not succeed, and 
weuld lead to further trouble. He gave that 
advice because he believed it would not be 
right to leave the Volunteers in isolated paris 
of Ireland without advice as to their conduct. 
(Hear, hear.) He appealed to the meeting to 
confine itself to the main point for which they 
had met—the quesiion of the future of the 
Volunteers, and the convention which, accord- 
ing to the rules, they asked should be held. 
(Hear, hear.) After this meeting there should 
be no difficulty in affiliating a hundred com- 
panies, if they decided upon so doing. He did 
not forget the wonderful way in which public 
Opinion was affected by the first programme of 
the Volunteers; old quarrels were healed, and 
men who had been politically and even privately 
estranged for years joined the ranks and 
marched side by side, Nationalists and Unionists, 
and even members of the landed classes worked 
together. Some people seemed to have forgotten 
that their real enemies were across the water. 
and that, however strongly they disagreed 
among themselves, they were all Irishmen. 
Ho _ earnestly wished for peace among 
Nationalists, and he wished to hold out 
the hand of friendship to Orangemen and 
Unionists when they came together to decide 
on the future of Ireland. (Applause.) As at 
present they could neither arm nor drill, they 
ought to bind themselves together and promise 
to try and influence their friends with the 
Volunteer idea, and try to advance by every 
means a settlement of the future government 
of Ireland. (Applause.) Every free nation, 
every self-governing colony, had power to raise 
and train for its own defence an armed force. 
Without this no country was safe. He believed 
they ought to insist that in this matter Ireland 
also should be able to train a territorial force, 
under the control of, and paid by, its own 
Government. He lovked to the Volunteers as a 
nucleus of such force. (Hear, hear.) He sub- 
mitted the following resolution :— 
: This meeting is of opinion that the National 
Committee, which was appointed for not more 
than two years by the Convention, and is subordi- 
nate to it, has no power to postpone the meeting 
of a National Convention, and by so doing it has 
eeriously damaged the organisation, and we request 
that a Convention shall be called at once. - 

Mr. Coffey seconded the motion. 

Mr. Cullen (Dublin) said they would not 
get members to join the National Volunteers

while Mr. John Redmond was President. If a 
Convention was held it would be a rigged Con- 
vention, and would only do one thing—pass a 
vote of confidence in Mr, Redmond and the 
Irish Party. He would not be a party to that. 

The Chairman said they had not mét to dis- 
cuss Mr. Redmond’s policy, and it should be 
clearly understood that the National Volun- 
teers were not a party organisation. 

Mr. Cullen moved the following amendment 
to the motion :— 

This meeting of officers declare that no re 
organisation 18 possible except on a military basia, 
ait under the government of a military couneil 
That a provisional committee be formed with that 
object, and invitations issued to all Irishwea to 
join the reorganised N 

Mr. Kennedy (Tramore) seconded. 

Mr. Nugent (Dublin) asked it they be- 
lieved for one moment if ome hundred com. 
panies were affiliated they would get a con- 
vention? ‘They would never get a convention 
of National Volunteers under existing circum- 
stances. 

Mr. L. Kettle (Dublin) said if they could 
not get 100 companies to affiliate in order to 
have a convention he did not see what they had 
met tor. He was under the impression that Mr. 
Cullen was an assenting party to the proposed 
convention. It was unworthy to suggest thaí 
a subterfuge would be adopted to interrere with 
the Convention. 

Major Crean said it was time the National 
Committee gave an account of its stewardship. 

Mr. Fred Allan said his company would nut 
again affiliate with the National Comm:,e. 
He hoped they would reorganise the Vojun; sors 
under properly elected control. Surely the 
time had come when there should be a little 
self-government in a body of this kind. it 
would restore the confidence of the 
rank and file. When leading members 
of the National Committee were found to 
favour partition of the country, membere of 
his company naturally said ta themselves: 
“ Where are those men going to lead us to? ” 
(Loud applause.) 

Mr. McGlinchy (Derry) said they had twenty- 
seven companies in that city, and some time 
ago they refused to be affiliated to the present 
National Committee. (Applause.) 

A delegate from Queenstown said that the 
fact that not more than one hundred com- 
panies wero affiliated showed that the general 
body had lost confidence in the National Com- 
mittee. 

The Chairman eaid he hoped they would 
all look at the matter in a broad epirit. He 
thought the time had come when they were 
strong enough to take the matter out of party 
hands and manago it themselves. (Hear, hear.) 
A split in the movement would do great 
damage. 

Mr. Cullen's amendment was defeated by 72 
votes to 58, and an amendment moved by Mr. 
Page was carried by a majority of one, ex- 
pressing satisfaction that the National Com- 
mittee had decided to summon a Convention 
immediately after one hundred companies had 
been affiliated; and the meeting pledged itself 
to use ite utmost endeavour to get as many 
companies as possible at once in order to 
hasten the date of the Convention. 

A further amendment by Mr. Byrne, 
eeconded by Mr. T. F. O'Reilly, requesting the 
delegates to have their companies affiliated not 
later than June 29, the affiliation fees to be 
sent to Colonel Moore; and that, should the 
National Committee not have arranged by the 
first week in July to summon a Convention, 
Colonel Moore, Mr. Cullen, and Mr. Coffey 
be requested to summon a National Conven- 
tion not later than the first week in August, 
was carried by 80 votes to 46. 

The following resolutions were passed in 
globo :— 

(1) The Volunteer movement, at its first initiation 
and during the time of its greatest success, was a 
non-party organisation. We believe that it was the 
high national spirit which then pervaded it, and 
which was embodied in ite first proclamation, which 
induced for the first time men of all opinions to 
enter its ranks; and that, looking back with im- 
partial eyes on the events of the past, the first 
causes of dissention were the attempts to use the 
organisation for party purposes. 

(2) Regretting the aplit, and inviting all to join 
in friendliness and forgetfulness of the past, and 
stating that this would be accomplished by a non- 
party progrgmme and government. 

(3) Extending the hand of friendship to their 
Northern icllowcountrymen, and a desire to wel 
come, rather than to coerce. 

(4) We believe that it is the right and duty of 
all nations to defend their own frontiers, and that 
the Government of a free Ireland should have a 
defensive foree to protect its shores from foreign 
invasion, We believe that the basis for such a 
force exisia in the Irish and the Ulster Volunteer 
Forees under proper organisation. 

Colonel Moore, im declaring the resolutions 
passed, said he would like it to go out from 
the meeting that they had no ill-feeling 
towards their Ulster friends. They wanted to 
be all friends both in the North and the 
South. 

On the motion of Mr. Fred. Allan, the follow- 


ing was passed :— 

That, as the principal work of the Peace Con- 
ference must of necessity be the confirmation and 
a hór of the rights of small nationalities 
we hereby endorse the demand that the right of 
Ireland to ma “" shall be considered eguall 
with that of , Belgium, Serbia, Rulgaria, 
Rumania, and.

BISHOP O'DWYER AND 
NATIONALIST LEADERS. 


Most Rev. Dr. O'Dwyer, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Limerick, in a letter to the Cork 
Examiner, replies to certain statements regard- 
ing him published in the Freemans Journal of 
Friday last. Dr. O'Dwyer says :— 

It (the Freeman) states roundly that I met 
Mr. Balfour at Lord Emly’s residence ai. Tervoe, 
and there discussed Irish politics with him, and 
then goes on to enumerate a number of crimes 
committed by Mr. Balfour and his Government, 
suggesting that in some way or other I was re- 
sponsible for them. 

No need to inform the people of Limerick 
that that sfatement is a falsehood, and I believe 
that it is a lie. I nevee met Mr. Balfour in all 
my life, either at Tervoe or anywhere else. 
But that makes no difference to the Freeman's 
Journal. It thinks it necessary in support of 
its own and the Irish Party’s betrayal of Ire- 
land to defame one who expresses his contempt 
and loathing for them, and does not stick at 
inventing a falsehood for this honourable pur- 

ose. 

This reputable journal says that I began my 
career as a ' Whig curate.’ ‘That is another 
falsehood, and, tis, believe, a deliberate lie. I 
began my career in the year 1870 as a sup- 
porter of Isaac Butt, and as an illustration of 
the recklessness of the Freeman's libeller, I may 
mention that I was the only priest in the Dio- 
cese of Limerick to stand on the hustings when 
the standard of Home Rule was raised by 
Isaac Butt, and, furthermore, that I was 
honoured by the friendship of that great man 
up to his death. But all that makes no differ- 
ence to the Freeman. It thinks that by throw- 
ing dirt it can injure a man’s character and 
destroy his influence. But it is mistaken. A lie, 
with a start of twenty-four hours, has an ad- 
vantage, but, like the swindlers of the world, it 
is generally run to ground. 

It makes it an accusation against me that I 
opposed the Plan of Campaign and boycotting. 
So I did. But I was in good company. Leo 


XIII. by a formal decision of the Holy Office 
confirmed my judgment on these methods, and, 
although the Freemans Journal's master, Mr. 
John Dillon, was not ashamed to denounce that 


reat and illustrjous Pontiff to the English 

ouse of Commons as a corrupt and dishonest 
Pope (God forgive me for writing it!), I think 
history will know how to judge between one of 
the greatest of the successors of the Fisherman 
and this poor, drivelling bottle-holder of the 
English Liberals. 

As to the few complimentary words which I 
used a few years ago about Mr. Redmond, I 
admit they were a mistake, and I beg to with- 
draw them. I thought at the time that he was 
an Irishman. I have learned since that he is 
not even a man. He is a mere figure-head, 
pies green; but I thought, at that time, that 

© had some strength of character, and some 
national feeling, and I believed that we were on 
the point of getting Home Rule. But the war 
has showed what he is made of, and the parti- 
tion af Ireland, which he attempted to smuggle 
through, is the best indication of his ability and 
his patriotism. I admit that I did not see 
through him in time, and when I praised him 
for his power and dignity he had neither one 
nor the other, but was the worthy fellow or 
follower of 'T. P. O'Connor and Dillon. Omne 
trinum per/fectum. 


ENTERTAINMENT TAX AT 
FOOTBALL MATCHES. 


In the Northern Police Court on Satu 
Mr. Drury, the Commis .oners of nd 
Excise (through their local officers, . John 
Moorhead and Patrick O’Brien), sammoned the 
Gaelic Athletic Association, Limited, for having 
failed to pay entertainment duty In respect of 
missions to a football match held at Croke Park, 
Jones's road, Dublin, on Sunday 7th January last, 
contrary to the provisions of the Finance (New 
Duties) Act, 1946, Section 1, which provided a 
penalty of £5 in the case of a person admitted, 
and a penalty of £50 in the case of a proprietor, 
the latter, in addition, being liable to pay any 
duty which should be paid. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. W. G. Shannon (in- 
structed by Messrs. D. and T. Fitzgeralu) appeared 
on. behalf of the Commissioners in support of the 
rosecution, and Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., M.P., and 

r. P. White (instructed by Mesars. Casey, Clay, 
and Collins) for the defendanta. 

Mr. Carrigan stated that a football match had 
been held on the date mentioned, and on demand 
the duty had not been paid. Counsel read corres- 

ndence’' which showed that Mr. L. J. O'Tool 

cretary of the Association, had applied for e 
emption from the provisions of the Act on th 
ground that the Association existed for the pur- 
pose of promoting national games, etc. The claim 
was not allowed by the Commissioners. The defen- 
dants were the proprietors of the grounds, and 

» the rated occupiers. 

Mr. Moorhead deposed that, accompanied by Mr. 
O'Brien, he attended jee match on 7th January. 
They were admitted»ffirough a turnstile and paid 
1/- each. _.No tickets were issued. There were 
abeut 200 spectators there. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Healy, witness said 
the prosecution was directed by the Commissione 
of Customs and Excise in London. He took n 
steps while on the grounds to ascertain who were 
the proprictors of the entertainment. 

Mr. Vl. O’Brien gave corroborative evidence. 

Mr. Healy, K.C., pointed out on behalf of the 
defendant company that this proceeding was an at- 
tempt on the part of the Commissioners of Excise 
for their own convenience to make the defendant 
company their own collectom. He produced the 
balance sheet of the company, showing that they 
let out these grounds to eleven .. assotiations or 
bodies from time to time. The football match in 
question was held by the County Dublin Com- 
mittee. The Commissioners of Excise were seek- 
ing to make the defendant company reach out and 
collect for the Government a particular tax, thereby 
throwing the odjum upon them. The defendant 
company thought they should be exempt from the 
provisions of the Act all over Ireland, and un. 
doubtedly an application of exemption was made 
on the ground that the Association was founded 
with the object of reviving national games and 
customs; but the Commiasioners were not gatisfied 
that they were entitled to exemption, and, as 
lawyers, he and his friend could not now contend 
that they were entitled to exemption under the cir- 
cumstances. They made no such case, but what 
hey said was that they were not called 
upon to do the work of the Com rs 
of Excise for than. 

Mr. O'Toole, seeretary and manager of the park, 
deposed that his company had a fixed tariff for 
lettings. The lessees received ! the admission 
money, out of which the rent of the grounds was 
paid. The company could not interfere with the 
admissions. 

The further hearing of the summons was ad- 
journed (till Tuesday at three o'clock p.m.

GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


German Official.—Saturday.—Army Group of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht.—The battle at Loos 
ended in the complete repulse of the enemy 
from our trenches. Prisoners and machine-guns 
remained in our hands, As on the preceding 
days the artillery fire on both banks of the 
Scarpe was lively. 

Army Group of the German Crown Prince. 
On the Chemin des Dames, to the south of 
Pargnywe, we carried out an attack with slight 
losses on our side, which considerably improved 
our positions. In an energetic attack our storm- 
ing troops, consisting of men from Silesia, 
Mecklenburg, Schleswig-Holstein, and the 
Hansa, took the enemy by surprise, and cap 
tured 14 officers and 530 men, and took 15 
machine guns and much material.

The following Italian communiqué was issued 
on Saturday :— 

Heavy fighting still continues on the Carso, 
where our gallant troops yesterday carried 
another strongly fortified enemy position, cap- 
turing 3,500 prisoners and much war material. 
After intense artillery preparation, lasting until 
four, o’clock in the afternoon, the infantry of 
the 7th Army Corps vigorously attacked and 
carried the network of trenches extending from 
the mouth of the Timavo river to Feast, east 
of Jamiano, and took possession of the heights 
between Flondar and Medeazza. 

Further north, after severe hand-to-hand 
fighting, the enemy’s defences at the Labyrinth, 
east of Boscomalo, were broken, and Hill 220, 
south-east of the village, and the trenches around 
Castagnavezza were taken. Operations on the 
northern sector of the Carso were confined al- 
most exclusively to artillery actions. We ex- 
tended our positions on Hill 174, north of 
Tivoli. 

Fighting was very heavy in the Vodice area, 
where the enemy made every effort to — 
us from the important point Hill 652, which, 
however, remained firmly in our possession. 
After violent artillery preparation, dense masses 
of the enemy yesterday again attempted re- 
peatedly and stubbornly to attack our lines. 
Che splendid resistance of our troops main- 
tained the position, and the enemy was time 
after time driven back with heavy loss, and 
left over 200 prisoners in our hands.

These must be con- 
sidered in relation to the difficulties of the 
terrain and to the formidable character of the 
enemy's defences It is sufficient to estate that 
in most parts the Italian troops have had to 
take, one by one, five successive lines of 
trenches. Each of these represents by itself 
a perfectly organised defensive system, pre 
tected by wire entanglements and by natural 
dugouts formed by the caverns which abound 
The intervals between the lines are full of 
veritable hornets’ nests of machine-gun em- 
placements, very ably hidden and masked be- 
hind rocks and stones so as to be quite in- 
visible, thus covering the enemy's retreat. 
It is, therefore, necessary to proceed with great 
caution so as not to expose the attacking troops 
to useless losses. The character of the Bev og 
instead of being violent and imnetuous, has to 
je careful! in the extreme. Field batteries 
protect the advancing infantry, which is now 
pressing hard against the Austrian line of 
Flondar, on the fringe of the western slopes of 
Mount Herroada. At the same time they are 
obtaining a firmer and wider foothold on the 
Plateau of Castagnavizza. 

Regarding the operation mentioned in Satur- 
day’s commtinigqué, the correspondent says :—~ 

The Flondar line, where the 7th Italian Army 
has broken through, situated between Jamiano 
and Lokavaic, was a reserve line in the system 
of Austrian: defences. Jt does not, however, 
mean that ‘it was less fortified or less strongly 
held than the others, for it had been prepared 
a considerable time ago, and had been con- 
stantly strengthened. Moreover, the depth of 
the entrenchments and the strong protection of 
wire entanglements and caverns made it almost 
impregnable. 

Italian patrols are now pushing forward on 
the slopes of Mount Hermada towards Medazza 
against the third formidable line of enemy posi- 
tions which surround the crest of the movnn- 
tains. The position dominates the whole valley 
of the Lower Isonzo, and the Carso is bristling 
with guns. The elan of the Italian infantry 
has aroused the admiration of the enemy him- 
self. The prisoners are coming in by thonsands, 
and the booty is enormous. 

What has especial importance is the taking 
of the labyrinth of Bosco Malo, which  con- 
stituted the northern apex of a vast and for- 
midable salient, protected by every kind of 
weapon. This was formed by the Avetrian 
positions from Castagnavizza to Hill 208 on 
the south and to Hill 144 The salient was 
turned towards the north, and formed a pincer- 
like front. On this position the enemy had 
counted to retake the positions lost last Novern- 
ber by the delivery of a converging attack, and 
had made it one of the main points in his 
defence of the Carso. 

The Austrians took every care to strengthen 
this position by digging a five-fold system of 
trenches. Even when the Italian troops had ad- 
vanced to the south of Boseomalo, leaving the 
Austrians only one line of communication with 
Castagnaverza, through a kind of narrow gorge, 
parties of Austrians) still continued desperately 
to hold on, so certain was the Austrian Staff 
that these positions were impregnable.

BRITISH AIRCRAFT ATTACK ENEMY. 


From various sources our correspondent heard 


the number of aircraft taking part in the 
raid put as high as fourteen, but 
divided up at some period of the raid it is 
improbable that more than half that number 
were engaged. At one point, where they were 
given a very hot reception by gunfire, and 
where they were evidently worried by the 
British aeroplanes working out into a position 
that might cut off their retreat, only six Ger- 
man aircraft were seen. They had been head- 
ing up for this town. These facts promptly 
made the pilots alter their minds, and they 
commenced to steer across the Channel, with 
shrapnel bursting in what appeared to be in 
close proximity to them. They were under fire 
for about ten minutes, and gubsequently had 
to meet the British aeroplanes, and it 
was good news when the information 
came through that three of the raiders had 
met their fate in the Channel. The German 
machines flew at a height estimated at about 
six thousand feet througnout the raid, and were 
travelling fast at all points where they were 
sighted. The enemy were in greater force than 
in any previous air raid in this distriet, and 
the conditions were in their favour in the one 
area where the heaviest of the casualties 
occurred. 

The inquest on many of the victims was 
opened ‘to-night, when only evidence of identi- 
fication was taken, and an adjournment was 
made till next Tuesday.

In the course of a striking Order of the 
Day M. Kerensky, Minister of War, says:— 
“ You will advance in serried ranks, united by 
discipline and duty, and by an unbounded love 
for the revolution and the country. Let the 
Army and Fleet, which are the freest in the 
world, prove that liberty is the pledge of 
strength, and not of weakness, Let them forge 
a new discipline of iron—that of duty—-and in- 
crease the combative power of the country. 
Remember that whoever looks behind, stops, or 
draws back will lose everything. Do not 
forget that if you do not defend the honour, 
liberty, and dignity of the country your names 
will be cursed. The will of the people must rid 
the country and the world of violaters an 
usurpers, Such ig the high need to which I 
call you,” 

The Minister of War has also issued an Order 
of the Day announcing the coming into force 
of the rights of the soldier, as drawn up in 
conformity with Paragraph 2 of the Provisional 
Government's declaration of March 20th. The 
Order of the Day consists of eighteen para- 
graphs, the most important of which give 
soldiers, no matter in what connection, liberty 
of conscience and _ political opinions, and 
authorisation to wear civilian clothes when not 
om duty. The twelfth paragraph abolishes the 
obligatory military salute, leaving it optional. 
Paragraph 14 stipulates that no soldier can be 
punished without trial; but adds that during 
war operations commanders have the right to 
take repressive measures, and even te employ 
armed force against eubordinates who are not 
executing their orders. 

The Congress of Officera’ Delegates has 
carried, by 266 votes to 246, a resolution de- 
claring that “ the salvation of the Fatherland 


— 


hdemanda the exertion of the country’s efforts.”’ 


The Congress also called upon all Russian 
officers to extend a brotherly hand to the revo- 
lutionary soldiers, to co-operate in consolidating 
the liberty conquered by the revolution. At 
the same time the Congress invoked the 
leisured classes to forget, during these hard 
times, their personal interests, and to lend 
their eupport to the Government, with the 
object of assisting it to conduct affairs of 
State, pending the calling together of the Con- 
stituent Assembly. The members of the Con- 
gress subsequently declared their warm approval 
of M. Kerensky’s striking Order of the Day 
to the Army and the Navy. 


M. MILIUKOFF AND RUSSIA'S 
AIMS. 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
PARIS, SaTourpay. 

The newspapers print telegrams from Petro- 
grad stating that at a meeting yesterday even- 
ing of the Party of National Freedom M. 
Miliukoff made an important speech, in the 
course of which he said—When the end of the 
war comes and the enemy is exhausted, the 
formula, “ without annexations or indemnities,’’ 
will te particularly advantageous to our 
enemies, who would be only too happy if, after 
having themselves levied contributions on in- 
vaded territories, they wero freed from all 
obligations to contribute, in spite of their acts 
of vandalism and their violation of the prin- 
ciples of international law. can say with 
pride that, up to the last moment, I did not 
make it possible for the Allies to say that 
Ruesia had abandoned her rights in the Dar- 
danelles The essential point is not whether 
the Dardanelles will be Russian or neutral, but 
whether they will be Russian or German. 
When the Allies recognised our rights in the 
Dardanelles it was not morely to favour 
Southern Ruesia, but to ensure that the Straite 
should not fall into the hands of Germany. 


A SEPARATE PEACE 
IMPOSSIBLE. 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.) 

PETROGRAD, Suspar. , 
General Dragomiroff, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Russian forces on the Northern front, has 
arrived at Riga to attend the Congress there 
of delegates from this front. Addressing the 
members of the Congress, General Dragomiroff 
said—A separate peace is impossible, because it 
will not assure the liberty of Russia, who 
ought, on this account, to help her Allies to 
crush the hydra of German militarism, and thus 
definitely consolidate the victories of the revolu- 
General Dragomiroff requested the dele- 
gates, on their return to the front, to explain 
this point of view to their comrades in the 
firing line.

Outside one of 
the big hospitals near London the Government 
had taken between 70 and 80 acres of land, on 
which they bad erected 600 or 700 little bunga- 
lows. The land had been rented for the dura- 
tion of the war, but the landlord had informed 
the Y.M.C.A. that if the Government gave them 
the houses he would make them a present of the 
land. He hoped that would be realised, and 
that they would have an opportunity of running 
a town on red triangle principles. Turning to 
the work in France and Flanders, he gave a 
number of interesting word pictures of scenes 
and incidents connected with the huts out there. 
He described several of the dug-outs that were 
occupied as Y.M.O.A. canteens up near the 
tiring tine.

THE FOOD AND SUPPLIES 


PROBLEM. 
(REUTER'8 TELEGRAM.) 
NEW YORK, Mar 26. 


The Washington correspondent of the Asso- 


ciated Press telegraphs :— 

The British Mission have left the United 
States, after conferences which have reached 
every phase of American life, and are expected 
vitally to affect the future of this country, 
if not of the world. The confidence and mm 
athy, born of personal contact between t ~ 
British and American officials, cannot 
measured in words. Uncertainty has been re- 
moved, and efficient co-operation been made 
possible by an exact definition of the re 
sources and needs of the two countries. 
America knows the Allies’ needs in detail, and 
the Allies know America’s resources, and the 
degree of their availability. Thus it is possible 
for the United States to enter into co-operation 
with the Allies in the way most calculated to 
bring success. Much has been tentatively 
agreed upon, and cannot finally be put into 
effect untill legislation has been ! sel, The 
great benefit of the mission’s visit, however, 
has been the decisive advice of men who have 
actually been in the fire of war, and who have 
made the desirable policies obvious by merely 
relating their experiences. Great Britain and 
the United States have undoubtedly been | 
placed on a closer basis of friendship than since 
their separation a century and a quarter ago. 
Controversies which arose during the two and 
a half years of neutrality have been dissolved 
in a fuller understanding by American officials 
of the difficulties of belligerency. 

MR. BALFOUR’S DREAM REALISED. 

Mr. Balfour has seen realised his life dream 
of closer sympathy between the two great 
branches of the English-speaking peoples. The 
British showed a tact and consideration for 
American feelings which were most gratifying 
to American. officials. They were most 
scrupulous on all occasions not to appear to 
be interfering in American affairs, Their con- 
stant effort was to describe England's exper!- 
ence for whatever suggestion it might give to 
this country. Mr. Balfour diffused this spirit 
throughout the mission. The immediate diplo- 
matic result has been to lengthen the British 
view from a near-sighted absorption in imme- 
diate war needs to a broader consideration of 
world reconstruction afterwards. Similarly, 
the American point of view has been fore- 
shortened from an absorption in the future to 
the immediate pressing emergency. Both sides 
feel that they have gained a trucr perspective. 
President Wilson’s league of nations plan was 
discussed formally, but. not conclusively. No 
definite diplomatic decisions are known to have 
been made. Germany's plan of a great middle 
European Empire was discussed, and attention 
was directed to the necessity of a complete 
restoration of Rumania, Serbia, and Monte- 
negro as a counter. 

THE RUSSIAN STANDPOINT. 

New Russia’s opposition to conquest and 
indemnity was not considered antagonistic, as 
all the changes proposed were on the basis of 
nationality, or the return of lost provinces. 
Britishers expressed confidence that all 
The restora- 
tion of Poland and the situation in Ireland 
and Mexico were also discussed. 


IMPORTANT TRADE DEVELOPMENT. 


The most far-reaching understandings were 
arrived at regarding trade matters in general. | 
The United States will give the Allies preferen- 
tial treatment in commerce. Details, however, | 
could not be agreed ‘upon, as Congress bas 
not passed the necessary legislation dealing 
with the embargo on trading with 're eneny, 
control of cargo space, and other questions. 
A joint Allied buying commission is expected 
to result from the Conference, assuring uni- 
form prices among all the Allies, to prevent 
extortion and distribute supplies scientifically 
and economically. The United Stases ‘vi'l co- 
operate as far as possible in maintaining the 
British blockade. America will participate, 
through her Consuls, in rationing Holland and 
Scandinavia, but probably will replace the 
present British system of “letters of assur- 
ance” by a system of export licences. As far 
as possible, the British system will be main- 
tained, and means will be taken to prevent 
American products reaching firms dealing regu- 
larly with the enemy. 

WHEAT AND MUNITIONS. 

A definite understanding has been reached 
covering the sale of American and Canadian 
wheat to the Allied Wheat Executive, but da- 
tails of the agreement are not being made 
public at present on account of the effect on 
the market. The conirol of the munitions out- 
put has been similarly centralised. The United 
States Government is considering an invitation 
which the British Government has issued to all 
the Allied Governments and their permanent 
representatives, to sit in Commission jn London 
on questions of wheat, munitions, shipping, and 
general supplies. 

In addition to the measures above referred 
to, it is well known what the British Mission 
has accorhplished .n the matter of finance, and 
also on the subject of naval and military aid. 


THE MISSION IN CANADA, 
(REUTER’S TELPGRAMS,) 
TORONTO, Frrvay. 

A hearty welcome was given Mr. Balfour on 
his arrival here. Thousands of persons as- 
sembled at the railway station, and crowds lined 
the streets from that point to Queen's Park 
Hotel, where a formal welcome was accorded 
to the distinguished stateaman by the provincial 
and city authorities.

SINKING OF IRISH FISHING 
FLEETS. 


Yesterday evening, about 7 o'clock, says our 
Skibbereen correspondent, writing on May 4th 
the Baltimore Fleet, numbering about 80 T ats 
of all classes, and embracing several Arklow 
vessels, set out to fish for mackerel, with 
which these waters just now are teeming, and 
four hours later no less than seven of them had 
been sunk by bombs placed on board them by 
the crew of a U boat of the latest pattern— 
about 300 feet in length—which attacked por- 
tion of the fleet 20 miles off Baltimore. The 
unfortunate fishermen were only allowed ten, 
and in some cases three, minutes to get out 
of their boats, and all their belongings (which 
in several cases included considerable sums of 
money) were sent to the bottom of the sea 
with their boate.

The conclusion of Mr. Balfour's mission to 
the United States, says the Daily News, has 
been marked in influential circles in America by 
tributes as warm as they are authoritative, to 
the unqualified suecess the Foreign Secretary 
and his colleagues have achieved in their im- 
portant and often delicate discussions with the 
Administrative officials of the United States. 
We are rightly told little more than generali- 
ties as to the contribution America is making 
to the resources of the Alliance, but enough 1s 
known to satisfy us. that our latest Ally is 
already doing far more than had ever betes 
asked of her at this early stage. Her destroyers 
are on the Irish coast, protecting our com- 
merece; her yards are working at full pressure 
on new hulls to carry our food, her munition 
factories are doing us such service that our own 
plans for industrial expansion can be aban- 
doned. She is raising loans to supply her Euro- 
pean Allies. Invaluable as such assistance is it 
is only the first-fruits. But even when, in 
months to come, the full tale of . Americas 
material contribution is reckoned up, it will be 
found. in all likelihood, to constitute the lesser 
part of her full service to the world.

ITALIANS STILL WINNING. 


General Cadorna, says the Daily Chronicle, 
has great skill in taking advantage of a suc- 
cess, and in this respect his present victory re- 
peats the feature of those last year. The 9,000 
prisoners which the Italians took at the outset 
had, by the time Saturday’s bulletin was issued, 
reached 22,419, and the bulletin of yesterday 
makes large further additions of them. The 
extensive Austrian salient which formerly pro- 
jected between the sea and the Italian salient 
in the Northern Carso is fast disappearing, 
as day after day records the capture of fresh 
strong points in its fortified labyrinth. In the 
area north of Gorizia where General Cardona 
began his spring operations the enemy have 
been strongly counter-attacking, but without 
winning back ground on either of the important 
summits, whose possession secures the Italian 
bridgehead in that quarter. The Italian opera- 
tions of the last fortnight, brilliant alike in 
their conception and their results, take very 
high rank indeed among the achievements of 
the Allied Armies in the present war. 

AN UNMITIGATED OUTRAGE, 

It is of some importance, says the Daily 
Telegraph, that the world at large should know 
whether the town was a “ defended place,” such 
as Dover, or an unprotected seaside town like 
Folkestone, for on that depends the degree of 
3erman guilt. There might be some excuse 
for a raid on Dover town, since it might be 
pleaded—though the plea would not amount to 
much—that the intention was to destroy the 
guns in the forts or the men-o’-war in the 
harbour. On the other hand, the bombing of 
Folkestone would be an unmitigated outrage. 
It is admitted by the police that in the un- 
identified town and the districts round it no 
fewer than seventy-six persons were killed and 
174 ‘injured. Of the former nearly two-thirds, 
and of those who suffered hurts, over one-third, 
were women and children. How proud the 
Huns will be!
